Relaticns between tha Gcvernor G»nsral ana the Hizher 55 and 
Polie» Leader who was attached tc him by the Chief of the German 
Police and S3, thet being Obergruppenfushrer Krueger, wore rizht

The Gcvernor General repressnted the view that the pclice 
must be the sorvant and the organ fcr the executive of the State, 
and that, according to that view, he and the State Departments 
would be siving crders tc tha police. From this arrengement it 
would arise that the Police wcula Simultanesusly have to have its 
tasks and influsnee limited tc son» ix tont, 

Th» Higher SS and Pclies Leader hrueger, cn the othar hand, 
ropresonted th» view that the nclies would have executive tasks 
Crivtinating frem the State, but that even in the carryins out of 
these tasks it would not have to bə bound to the instructions ecming 
from administrative scurces, Нэ considered that hare one was ccne 
corned with actual police quasticns апа tasks, the decisions for 
which could not be made by administrative scurees who ware nct 
Suited for makinz thom, 

Regarding the power to iva de с police, it was Kruegerts 
Viow that b3cause cf the power ane e of activity cf the 
pclice in all coecunied territcries, such crders eculd only come

AS far as the sphere cf influance cf the pclice was concerned, 


it was Krueger's Opinion that the viaws of the Governor General 


retarding the limitarions of the Sphare became supsrflucus, simply 
b^eause he, as Hizher SS and Pojice leader, was simultaneously the 
dspuby cf the Reichsfuehrer SS in his capacity as Reich Commissioner 
for the strengthening of Gernan naticnalism, 

AS far as the police in the Polish policy were concerned, it 
was Krueger's view that Curing work in a fcreizn theater, the 
point cf view of the police would have tc be put into first place, 
He considered that everything could be achieved and everything 
could be prevented by means cf the police system.

The intention cf Preventing such 
resettlement did always lead te агситэпбз and friction between the 


Hisher SS апа Police Leader апа the Governor General, 
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Q The defendant Dre Frank has been accused of carrying out confisca- 
tions of private property and industry. What was the basic attitude of the 
Governor General regarding such problems? 

A The laws regarding that sphere originally came from the Plenipoten- 
tiary for the Four-Year Plan, They were applicable to the Occupied Eastern 
Territories, and to the Government General as far as confiscation of private 
property or any other propertye 

In this decree from the Plenipotentiary for the Four-Year Plan, 
the creation of the Central Trustee Deputies was mentioned, which was to 
come under the Central Administr-tion Department in Berlin, The Governor 
General should be administered in Berlin, and therefore he opposed the 
fact that the Trustee Deputies were to deal with matters relating to property 
in the Government Generale Without being stopped by the Plenipotentiary 
for the Four-Year Plan, he created rules referring to confiscations in the 
Government General, and he created a Special Trusteo Department for the 
Government General. That Trustee Department was headed by an experienced 
higher civil servant from the Ministry of Economy. 

Q What happened to the industrial property which was in the Govern- 
ment General and which had been the property of the Polish State before? 

А Industrial property, as far as it vas included in the armament 
program, was tcken over by the military sector, that is to say, the Inspector 
for Armament, which was first of all subordinated tc the ОКИ опа later on,

А Yes, І was sent to the conference. It Subject -- Jewish problem, 
Мау I first of all say that "owish questions in thc Govermnent=General, 
right from the beginning, were considered a part of tho Sphere of influence 
of the Higher SS and police leaders and handled in that manner, As far as 
the administration of the state in dealing with Jowish matters, this was 
done under tho sufforanco and supervision of the police, 

In the course of tho years of 1910 and 'hl an incredible nass of DCO- 
ple, mostly Jews, and in spite of tho objections and protests of the Соусг- 
nor General and his administration, wore led into the Goverment General, 
This completely unsuspected and unprepared and undesirable pushing into our 
territory of Jews:from other torritories put the administration of the Go- 


vermont General into an extremely difficult situation, 


The accomadations of these masses, their feeding and their hygienic 


welfare, the combatting of opidonies far instance, nearly went or certainly 
"ont beyond the capacity of sur territory, The particularly scrious point 
was the spreadinz of typhoid not only in the ghott s but also amongst the 
Polish population and the Germans in the Government General, It appeared ав 
if that epidemic would become ap arent even in tho iicich and on the easter 
front, originating from the Goverment General, 

4t that monent we received Hoycrich!s invitation to the Governor Gene» 
ral, The conference was wiginally supposed to take place in Novonbor 1941 
but it was frequently cancelled and I think it did take place in February 
192. 

Because of the special problems of the Government General I had asked 
Heydrich for an interview and ho rocoivod ne in that connection. On that 
occasion, amongst other things, I particularly referred to the catastrophic 
conditions as a result of tho independent action rewarding the bringing in 

of Jews into the Government General, He replied to me that for that reasor 
particularly ho had invited the Government General to that Conference, Tho 
Reichsfuehrer SS, so he said, had received the task from tho Fuehror to cor 
centrato all Jews in Europe and to settle them in the Northoast of Europe, 
Russia, I asked him whother this meant that further of arrival of Jews in 


tho Government General would cease and I said that these hundreds of thus 
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sands of Jews who had arrived in tho Govornment General without permission 
of the Governor General, would te taken away опсо moro, Heydrich promised 
me both, Hoydrich said furthermore, that tho Fuchrer had civon ап ordor that 
the town in the protectorate of Theresienstadt should become a rosorvation 
in which old and sick Jews and weak Jows who could not stand up to the 
strains of resettlement were to be accomodated in the futuro. I gathered fro 


that tho cortain impression that this resettlement of Jows, if not for tho 


was to bo carried out under normal conditions, The removal of thc Jews ‚from 
the Government General was subsequently carricd out exclusively by police 
authoritics, 

May I perhaps add that Hoydrich domanded particularly that he and his 
officers have cxclusive richts to “cal vith this rattor, 

0 Which contentration camps did you come across during your activi+ 
ties as Secretary 5f Stato in tho Govornnont Goncral? 

The publications in tho press during tho sumer of 19} were 
first indications which I had, They referred to tho concentration can) 
Maidanek, I did not know that this carp, which was just outside Lublin, 

а concentration сапр, It had been installed as an oc nomic firm of tho Reich 
fuchror SS I think іп 19l1. Governor Zoerncr сато to visit me at that tinc 
and he told me that he had opposed the creation of that camp when when he 
talked to Globotchnik, since it vould mo a danger to the electric current 
Supplies of tho town and since thoro were cortain objections сп the part of 
the police as well. I informe? the Governor General of this and he in turn 
sent for Globotchnik. Globotchnik state? that cortain workshops were coing 
to be erected or had been erected on that sito by him and he mentioned work- 
shops making furs but he also mentioned a building yard which was situated 
there, 

In this fur shops, as I heard, the furs, which were needed at the front 
were altered, at any rate Glohotsechnik stated that by order from Himmler he 
had installed these workshops.

A This Jewish workers! colony is known to me because I lived in that esstle, 
I 21so know that the governor general always took care that his colony of workers 
be retained. And the chief of the Chancellory of the Government General, linist- 
eri^lr^t Keit, once told me that this group of Jewish workers hzd been take away 


by force at the time when the governor general was absent,

There is а gap in my 
memory, vhich makes it impossible for me to Say fcr certain when the 
Governor General told Brigadefuehrer Streckenbach that he would have 
observe courts martial procedures and take notice of that repriove

On the other hand, I think I can remember for certain that at the 


time this discussion took place between Krueger, Streckenbach, Wille, and 


myself, only arrests had taken place and no executions. 

Ministerialrat “ille was the chief of the main department, Justice, in 
the Government, and he was the executive official for all reprieve matters. 
The Governor General wanted these matters dealt with by a legally trained, 
experienced man, 

During the conference with Krueger, Streckenbach, and "ille, it had 
been ruled that the persons who had been arrested up to that time were to 
be put before a court martial and that sentences had to be dealt with by 
this reprieve commission. The police were not exactly enthusiastic about 
it, and I remember that Krueger told re privately, after the conference, 
that the Governor General was a jack-in-the-box with whom one couldn't wrk, 

in the future he would zo his om particular way. 
PRESIDENT: Dr. Seidl, the Tribunal thinks that this has been gone 
into in tco great detail. 
Yes, and I have come to t^e end of that question, 
BY DR. SEIDL: 

Q Witness, during the police meeting in 19l0--that is to 
the lst cf May--the defendant, Dr. Frank, mentioned the following about 
other things, and I quote: hat difficulties we had with these Krakow 
professors were terrible. If we had handled the thing from here, it would 
have taken a different course, И 

Who arrested these professors, and how far did the Governor reneral 
participate in the matter? 

when the Governor General, cn the 7th or 8th of November, 
arrived in Krakow to begin his activities, all prefessors of the Кга 


University had beon arrested by the Sccurity Police, without his lnoviledce, 
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and taken away to concentration camps in the Reich. Amongst them were 


acquaintances of the Governor General, with whom he had had discussions 


in the Academy of Gernan Law just beforo, and with whom he had had both 


Scientific and social contact. The Governor General worked on Krueger 
persistently and uninterruptedly until he had been successful in achieving 
the release of a majority of these professors from concentration camps, 

This statement of his, which scoms to contradict this, was, in ny 
opinion, for the purnose of healing the wounds of the police. The police, 
of course, did not like to have those professors out. 

Q What was the principal attitude of th Governor General regarding 
the recruiting of laborers for the Reich? 

A The Governor General and the Government General were always 
attempting to bring as many Polish workers to the Reich as possible. It 
was clear to us, however, that the employment of force in the recruiting 
of workers might bring about temporary advantages, but that, on the other 
hand, the recruitment of workers, and for a long time to come, would then 
not promise much success. The Governor General rave me instructions, 
therefore, to make considerable propaganda so as to create an atmosphere 
favorable for emmloynent in the Reich, and stating that all force in the 
recruitment of labcrers should be discontinued and opposed. 


On the other папе, the recruitment of wrkers for і 


1 


Successfully attenpted by the Governor General by speaking for decent 
treatment of Polish workers in tho Reich。 The Reich Commissioner for the 
employment of labor, Gauleiter Sauckel, was negotiated with for years 
about that matter, and improvements were in fact achioved. In particular, 
the Governor General opposed the narkinr of Poles in the Reich. I remember 
а letter from Reich Commissioner Sauckel in which he informs the Governor 
General that he hac mado every effort so as to insure equal treatment of 
Polish workors with tho othor foroign workers, but that his efforts had no 
longer been crowned by success wherever the influence of the Reichsfuehrer 
opposed his efforts. 
Witness, I now come to another problem. Under USA 275, the 


prosecution have submitted document 1061-PS, which is a report of 
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Brigadefuehrer Strop about the destruction of tho ghetto at Warsaw. Did 
you or the Governor General find yoursclves informed previously about these 
measures to be introduced? 

А I can say that I do not know if the Governor General had been 
informed about any such plans. 


Q And afterwards, what did you hear afterwards about the events 


of 1943 at the chotto at Warsaw? 


I heard something vhich practically everybody heard, that an 
uprising had cecurred at the ghetto which had been long prepared, that the 
Jews had been given building materials for air raid precautions but that 
they used them to establish defense wrks, and that during that uprising 


considerable resistance was met by the German troops. 
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Q I пом сопе to the Warsaw unrisin- cf 1944, HCW far was the 
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Adm inistration in the Government General participating in that 
revolt? 

A Since our ecmrades were enclosed in Warsaw with the 
revolutionary men, we asked the Gcvernor General to ask the Fuehrer 
fcr assistance for a Speedy combatting of that revolt, Apart fron 
that, the Administration was concerned with the welfare of the 
population and the c earing up in the battle zone。We aia assist in 
that, but the aACministraticn had nc authoritative ромзгз, nor 
Aid the Gcverncr General, 

Q On the 4th cf Ncvenber, 1945, you made an affidavit, The 
affidavit has the number 24376-P3. I shall now read te you that very 
brief affidavit, and I shall ask you tc tell me whether the con- 
tents are correct, Т quote: 

"In the course cf the defeating cf the Warsaw revolt in 
August cf 1944, approximately 50,000 tc 60,000 inhabitants of 
Warsaw were taken away to German concentration campSe AS a result 
of a demarche by the Governcr General бо Reichsfughrer SS Himmler, 
the latter prohibited such teportations. Tho Gcverncr General had 
attempted sc that the 50,000 tc 60,000 inhabitants of Warsaw who 
had been taken tc ecneentration eanps shculd cnee mors be liber- 
ated. The Chief of the RSHA, Obersrurpenfuehrer Kaltenbrunner, has 
dealt with this document, which І brcught about personally in 
Octcber cf 1944, апа refused, giving the reason that these inhabi- 
tants cf Warsaw were beine used in the secret r$armament program 
cf the Reich, and that thersfcre а general release was cut of the 
question. However, he would certainly be willing to entertain 


individual arplications favorable. Individual applications fcr 


release from concentraticn camps were granted by Kaltenbrunner

during t subsequent rnonths, 

"Contrary to the Polish estimate, the number cf persons taken 
to concentration camps in the Reich was estimated to be small by 
Kaltenbrunner, I myself reported to my cffice, the statement. from 


Kaltenbrunner regarding the number of detained persons, апа after a 
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renewed investigation I found that the abcve-nentioned figure of 


50,000 to 60,000 was correct. These were the pecple who had been 
taken to concentration camps in Germany."

Д Tho decisive reason which determined the Supply conditions 
d' the population in the Government General ond why they could not be 
as satisfactory as in Germany is to be seen in the lack of cooperation 
by the Polish population in the measures takon by the ne in order 
to bring about a just distribution of food quotas. This lack of coop- 
eration came from patriotic reasons, and it was caused by the resistance 
against the Germen domination and by continuous propaganda from the

right away but tc improve it gradually. I have always seen to it that 
in whatever directives were against the Black Market margins 
were provided for the acquisition of foodstuffs, ond that the population 


of the cities should have the possibility of fin 
producer. 

In 1942 it was intended that the rations should be increased, 
but an order came from the Plenipotentiary for the Four-Year Plan which 
ordered not to improve the rations, not to increase the re tions, but to 
send certain quotas of. foodstuffs to the Reich., All these foodstuffs 
in fact were not taken from that area, but they were used up by the 
armed forces right there, 

The Governor General fought а permanent strugsle against the 

ials of the Four-Year Plan for improvement of the food supply con- 
Citions of the Polish population. That struggle was not without success.

In many cases it was possible to increase the rations, especially of tho 
workers in armament industrios and othor privileged groups of tho working 
population, to a considerable oxtont, 

In conclusion I want to say that for the population of the Governor 
General it was not easy to get the daily needs. On the other hand, in the 
Government General there were no famines and no epidemics. A Polish and 
Ukrainian Committee which had delegations in all districts of the Government 


General worked out a program for the supply of foodstuffs for those parts of 


the population in greatest neede I have intervened that this committee shoul 
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be supplied with the greatest possible amounts of foodstuffs, in order to have 
the greatest 20531510 success in its welfare actions, ani it is known to mc 
that that committes took special саго of the chilaren of large citics. 

Qe  itness, what were tho measures that the Governor General took to 
safeguard art treasures in the arcas under his administration? 

4. Already with the decree of the 16th of December 1939 the Reichs 
Leader SS, in his capacity as Reichscommissioncr for the Security of Germandon, 
without knowledge of the Governor General, confiscated all art troasures of the 
Government General and ordered that they be transported into the Reich. The 
Governor General was successful in preventing that transport or most of it.

1% is knom to you whether the Governor General ever spoke abo ub 
this oroblem with the Reichsfuehrer SS and whether ne had given his approval? 
А I know nothing about an order of that kind. During the second 
half cf ti) case an order about the responsibility of families came through, 
but I could not say now whether thi. was concerned with the Reich or with the 
Gover ment Gence-21, a police order I would say.

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А Yos; I myself have seen at least half a dozen of memoranda, 


either directed to the Fuehrer or v^; the Chief of the Reich Chancellory. 
I have written these letters myself, which contained object S against 
executions; against perpetraticns which had to do with the recruiting of 

rkerss; about the displacing of populations fron other areas without the 
approval of the Governor Generals; and about the conditions of nutrition, 
about happenings generally which were contrary to the principles of an 
orderly administration. 


Q The Prosecution submitted one of these memoranda under thenumber 


USA 610. That is thememorandum to theFuchrer of the 19/5/53. Is this 


memorandun essentially different from any other memoranda which ycu have 
seen; апа what was the reaction of the Fuehrer to such objections? 

A This memorandum is somewht different. The former memoranda were 
straight objections against these happenings, against theperpetrations by the 
Police, After these memoranda remained unsuccessful, upon the order of the 
Governcr General, I mide the cb jecticns which are contained in this memorandum 
in the form of ^ political sugzesti n. The perpetrations mentioned there 
Were uct caustic oy the Governor Gen ral, but they were objections against the

What was in rrincipie the attitude 
of the Government General to the P lish and Ukreinian people, as you have 
come to know it during your five years! activitics as Chief of the Adminis- 
tration? 

The major principle was +: keep the peace in that area and to 
improve the advantage taken from this area by increasing the substance. In 
order to achieve that, a decent treatment of the population was necessary, 
no restrictions on freedom and рро. ortye Those were the principles of 


policy according to which, upon the orders of the Governor General, I have 
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always acted as chief of the administration, 

Q Is it correct that the Governor General tried within tre frame- 
work of conditions to grant to the population a certain minimum of cultural 
freedom and development? 

À That was the desire of the Governor General, but the realization 
of this desire found a great deal of resistance on the pert of the Security 
Police, the Propaganda Ministry of the Reich, er also mainly from conditions; 
but the Governor General intended to see to it that the Polish and 
Ukrainian populations should not be excluded from cultural activities. 

Q Is it correct that he was particularly concerned to reestablish 
the higher schocls and that, therefore, in disregard cf directives of the 
Reich, he established the so-called trade courses and higher schools? 

А As far as trade schools лге concerned, Polish professors taught 
in Warsaw and “emberg on the principles of college teaching. As a matter 
of principle, the Governor General also intended to open gymnasiums, middle 
schools, seminaries fcr priests, but it always failed due to the objections 
of the Security Police. Since no compromise c-uld be made, in October 'hh, 
upon the orders of the Governor General, on my cwn I directed the opening 
of high schools and seminaries for priests with a certain amount of money 
for the Poles. Two days after the publication of that directive, I was told, 
and it was transmitted to me as the opinion of the Fuehrer, that I had gone 
beyond my authority. 


Q Dr. Frank has spoken about the principle of the unity of adminis- 


tration and about the fact that the Governor General was thedeputy of the 


Fuehrer and the deputy of the authority of theReich, Was this according 
to facts, and what other offices of the Reich and the Party meddled into 
the administration of the Governor General? 

A The authority of the Governor General from the very beginning 
and in many important fields was limited. So, for instance, before the 
establishment of the Governor General, the Reichsfuehrer SS had received 
powers for all occupied territorics to be concerned about the strengthening 
of Germandom, The Plenipotentiary for the FoureYear Plan also had authority 


in the Government General, but mary other offices, .a& the armament industry,

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railroad, building industries, and other fields tried, and tricd success- 


fully, to acquire influence in the parts of the administration of the Govern- 


ment General, After the Governor General lost his offices аз Reichsleiter 


in 1942, there was a great rush in that direction. I would like to say that 


there was а sort of enthusiasm to tear parts off the crown of the king.of 
Poland o» 
Q Who appointed the police officials in the Government General 


and who paid them and who tock саге of them? 
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А Exclusively, the office of Himmler in Berlin. 
Q Is it correct that functionaries of the Government General were 
А 
arrested by Krueger and that it wasn't even possible for the Government 
General to achieve their release. I remind you of the case of Scipessi, 

А Yes. Well, that I can confirm from my own experience. Even 
Some people who were around me were arrested without му being notified. 
in & caso like that, I wovld send an ultimatum to the commander of the 
Security Police to release the functionary and when he was not released 
and I demanded the recall of that official of the Sgcurity Police, the 
result was that Himmler expressed his Special confidence in his 
functionaries of his police. 

Q Witness, how long did the Government General have the possibility 
to work under normal conditions? 

А I should like to say, never, at no time at all. During the first 
year we were too busy to reconstruct destroyed villages, destroyed cities, 
destroyed means о? transportation; bridges had been blom up in large 

far as it was possible during 
the war, were repaired, the Government General was already an area of 
deployment for the war against the East, against the Russ: and then an 
area through which troops marched to the front and rear area. It was the 
great wrkshop, repair Shop for the front, 

Q During the war, Himmler presented to the Reichsregierung 
draft of a law about the treatment of foreign elements, What was 
attitude of Dre Frank toward the draft? 

THE PRESIDENT: The Tribunal thinks that the matters which the witness 


is going into are really matters of common knowledges Everyone knows about 


that. I think you might take the witness over this ground а little bit

According to your observations, what were tho relations between 
the Governor General and the Reichsfuchrer SS Himmler? 

A The Governor General and the Reichsfuehrer SS Himmler, as 
individuals, were so different, 

ENT: Dr. Seidl, I thought we had been hearing what y 


relationsvere all moming, between the Governor General and the Ecichsfuehrer. 


DR. SEIDL: Yes, I will not put that question,

Q Witness, the Soviet prosecution, under Noe USSR 93, submitted ап 
annex to the report of the Polish Government and that annex describes the 
culturel life in Poland. І have shown it to you once before and weuld 
like you to tell me whether in fact the Governor General or his Governnent 
ever issued such directives? 

A I do nd remember having signed such directives or having seen 
any of these directives Signed by the Governor General.

е! In the diary, we find а large number of entries referring to the 
policies of the Governor General and which are in contradiction to what you 
said before as a witness. How can you explain these contradictions? 


A These statements by the Bor aor General de not only seem to be

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in contradiction to what I said, but they aro actually in fact in 
contradiction to what I said here and am going to say аз а Witncss. Since 
I have heard these Statements frequently mysolf, I tried to figure out 

how he camo to thom спа I can only say that Frank probably, more than 
necessary, took part in the conversations, tho discussions of tho Government 
officers. There was hardly ever any conversation or meeting in which he 
did not take part and that was the reason that he had to Speak very often--- 
many times during one day, and I would like to say that in 99% of all cases 
he spoke without preparation; he improvise › and just upon his temperament, 
and frequently I witnessed that he made such grotesque statements and 
retracted them again in one of the following sentences or at the next 
Opportunity and tried to straighten him out, and I also wit 

retracted authority which he had given to someone. Т am sure that if T 


could go through it, I could give you a dozen statements to the contrary 


upon cach one of these, 


A May I still say tho following? If the Governor General was to go 
with the members of his administrati n, he never made any such S'tatomnents--- 
at least, I cannot remember it. These statements were always made vhen 
the Higher SS and Police Fuchrer was sitting next to hin, so that I had
